& if that be the reaſon, doe thou then peruſe the Charters of Foun- 
dations of Monaſteries and Abbies,and tell me 1f they be nor devoted 
and moſt holy tothe Loyd, And then,if not redeemable, much lefle 
I thinke to be taken from the Church; wichour any fatisfzRion, or
